BOWKNOTS FOR EMBROIDERY 


OW useful

To trace, 

simply lay olled or tissue paper over 

the design and draw with a sharp, 

pointed pencil. “Then you can use this 

tissue payer pattern as a tracing model 

for any work you may wish to do after- 


Or else pin the paper to the ffame of 
@ window and draw directly on the 
fabric in hard pencil by placing it 
directly upon the design. The Nght 
shining through the window will make 
this possible; a lampshade, etc., will do 
as well. This can be done, of course, 
only with a thin fabric, such as hand- 
kerchief linen, 

Some of these little bowknots may be 
, Combined with Inithals by placing a 


letter inside each loop, or in each half- 
loop where the ends intersect: Thus 
they are espécialiy good for the initial- 
ing of towels, napkins, handkerchiefs, 


ete. Some, again, are made straight, for 

edges; others are drawn obliquely, #0 

as to fit into an odd corner. 
Over-and-over is the best stitch to 


use, though seeding and even outline 
stitch are quite possible, Often a good 
effect is gained by doing the bowknot 
itself solid in white or a color and out- 
lining in black. Other color combina- 
tions will ‘easily suggest themselves. 
Sometimes the underside of the knot, 


where the “ribbon” has turned, can be 
colored differently from the upper por- 
tion, with a pretty effect. 

Of course, these are not confined to 
embroiderers, They may be traced in 
the same way for stenciling, for burnt 
wood, or for any other sort of decora- 
tion. Or they may be simply copied 
larger or smaller as the case may re- 
quire, 

Bach of these little bowknots has its 
Own individuality and its own differ- 
ence from the rest; and for whatever 
purpose you may desire such an orna- 


ment, you will find one here ready to 
suit you

HOSA unfortunates among us who

be bought at a milliner's. and. the satin 
buds sewed into them.

Linseed or Flaxseed Tea.—Mizx to 
gether three drams of unground fiax- 
seed (linseed), thirty grains of extract 
of licorice and ten ounces of boiling 
water and allow to stand from one to 
four hours in a warm place. Do not 
boil, A little lemon juice and sugar 
and one or two drams of gum)arabic 
will improve the mixture. This “tea” 
is especially valuable in acute’ colds, 
bronchitis, laryngitis and some, forms 
of bladder trouble. It sheuld be more 
generally used than is the case. 

Beef ‘Tea.--Take a pound of lean 
beef, free it from fat and fibrous tis- 
sue, cut into small! pieces. Place thse 
in a crock or fruit jar with a good 
cover. Add to it a quart of cold wa- | 
ter and ten or twelve drops of dilute 
hydrochloric acid. Stand in a mod- 
erately warm place for an bout; then 
let it simmer géntly for two hours 
More; then strain and season witb sult 
and pepper, if desired. it should be 
administered bot, an ounce or two at 
a time. 

Farinaceous Beef Tea.—To beef tea, 
prepared as in the formula first given, 
add a little well cooked oatmeal or 
cracker dust and serve bot. Barley 
water or rice water may be likewise 
enriched by beef tea. 

Peptonized Foods, Etc.—Partial pre- 
digestion of milk, meat, oysters, etc., 
may be usefpl in certain conditions. 
This can be carried out by following 
the directions accompanying the pep- 
tonized preparations sold in the shops. 
Space does not permit of quoting other 
formulas, but those baving invalids in 
charge would do well to study some

England’s Trade Boom. 

Everywhere there are evidences of 
a great trade boom. Recent gigantic 
export returns showed how prosper- 
ous were some of the biggest of the 
national industries. Only a few days 
ago a boom was re in boots at 
Northampton, and recently news 
came of a great awakening in the 
Nottingham lace and hosi trade 
and in the Scotch woolen trade. 
Indeed, in sae, omens ade a boom 
Was’ begun, and Seoteh tweed manu- 
facturers have booked so heavily for 
next season that they are being forced 
to reopen mills which have long 
been disused. 

The prises. tweed manufacturers 
have acquir additional mills, and 
all are now in full operation—a state 
of affairs unknown in ‘the border 
towns for many years. 

For many years trade in Notting- 
ham and the district has been under 
a cloud, but it is now showing a re- 
markable revival, especially for lace 
curtains and hosie goods. Every 
available curtain-making machine is 
working at high pressure, and the 
orders in hand are sufficient to keep 
factories fully employed for several 
months. 

The plain net trade is also improv- 
ing, and the exports during the past 
two months have increased to a con- 
siderable extent. Hosiery manu- 
facturers have no’ been .so busy for 
years. 

Severul new factories are being 
built in the district around Notting- 
ham, and numbers of firms have made 
additions to their machinery and fac- 
tories to cope with the boom, Over- 
time is general.

Dynes has been conducting some val- 


uable investigations. One phase. of 
the work has been to see how long it 
would take*to breed 44 scrub fowls to 
a pure-bred standard by taking some 
very ordinary scrub hens and mating 
with pure-bred Plymouth Rock cocks. 
In the third generation from this 
breeding it was hard to. tell the pro- 
geny from pure-bred-fowls, and in the 
fourth generation it. was impossible 
to note any difference. There is in 
tnis a lesson to farmers that they can 
breed up their fowls, without castin 

out the scrubs, by keeping pure-bret 

males of one breed. 

After a number of experiments to 
determine a satisfactory poultry house 
for the northern climate, Prof. Dynes 
favors a cold hotse of single boarding 
with prepared roofing on three sides 
and roof, the back wall being made of 
double boards, The opén cur ain front 
is advised for good ventilation, and 
a'so.a second curtain hanging in front 
of the roosts that can be let down on 
eoid nights to keep the fowls reason-

Men's free- 
dom, men’s rights and privileges and 
claims are stationary; women's are 
many of them still in the process of 
evolution, and every woman who will 
has the glorious opportunity of watch- 
ing a great thing unfold, and of help- 
ing its unfolding. How much better 
to be a soldier in the battle than to 
be the heir of battles fought long years 
ago! How much better to fight to live 
than to live by those who have fought 
before one! 

Women who say men have more free- 
dom than they usually mean just one 
thing; they mean that men can pass 
the boundaries of convention and of 
righteousness with more impunity, That 
is true, and I am afraid that for very 
good reasons it will always, in a meas- 
ure, be true. I say that I am afraid 
that this is so; I do not mean that I 
wish for the women more freedom in 
this respect, but for the men less. I 
do not believe myself in those silly 
little proprieties which are “more hon- 
ored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance,’’ questions of fashion and ous- 
tom and superstition which are raised 
only to be disposed of; but the big 
conventions—the laws which are found- 
ed on what a Scotch, preacher once 
called ‘incontrovertible verities pf ex- 
istence’’—they must be obeyed if life 
is to be sane and healthy and rease - 
able.

In a mild 
feverish condition much comfort will | 
be afforded the patient by cool. spong- 
ing, Even sponging with tepid water 
will reduce the temperature and allay 
nervous excitement, The sponge should 
not be “sopping” wet, but only wet 
enough to leave a light film of water 
on the skin. ;

The practical application of the above 
reflections is that bathing has a wide 
range. of usefulness aside from its 
cleansing effect. Every self respecting 
American citizen desires to be clean 
and will bathe for that purpose more 


| or less frequently, but the mistake 
| should not be made of looking upon 


the bath simply as a cleansing proc- 
ess. Possibly for the reasons suggest- 
ed above the mere contact with water 
stimulates and invigorates the body 
entirely gpart from the influence of 
temperature and the removal of dirt. 
Warm water and pure soap are con- 


| Sidered the essentials Tor a’ ciee 
bath, but a cold bath, followed by vig- 
| orous rubbing, will accomplish all that 
is really necessary for cleanliness, 
Dangers of Warm Bathing. 
The vast amount of supposed dirt 
removed by the Turkish bath is most- 
| ly epithelial scales from the various 
layers of skin. To remove an excessive 
amount of this scarf skin may impair 
its protective qualities; hence the ad- 
visability of not taking the Turkish or 
Russian bath oftener than once a 
week. However, the warm bath gives 
& greater feeling of confidence in one's 
cleanliness than the cold bath and is 
doubtless beneficial if not employed 
too often and to the exclusion of the 
more valuable and tonic cold bath. 

It is a good plan to spray or sponge 
the neck and chest with cold water 
after finishing the warm, cleansing 
bath. This precaution should always 
be taken by those who rely solely on 
the warm bath, especially if they 
bathe every day; otherwise undue sus- 
ceptibility to colds may develop. As 
a rule, the warm bath should be taken 
in the evening. 


Most people who have employed the 


cold shower or plunge will testify to 
ite delightful and invigorating effects, 
but there is no reason why it should 
be forced upon delicate children or 
feeble adults. 

Baths For Babies. 

A daily bath for the young baby is 
of the utmost Importance, At first the 
temperature of the water should be 96 
degrees B'., but by the end of the first 
month it may be reduced to 70 de- 
grees F’. 

When the child reaches eighteen 
Months a cold sponge may be given 
as a finish to the warm bath. 

Delicate children who have not been 
thus trained may be gradually inured 
| to the cold bath and enjoy its benefits 
| if caution is used. For such children 
| the temperature of the water should 
| be warm or tepid at first and daily re- 
duced until it is obvious that a vigor- 
ous and bealthy reaction will not fol- 
low a further reduction. 

It is really dangerous, not to say 
| eruel, for obstinate nurses or parents 
| to force an anaemic child with a poor 
| etreulation to take a cold bath from 
| ‘which it is physically incapable of re- 
| acting,
